Sunda y Punch Co ming 
Sa nds o f Time 


If Hanoi is following the strategy of 
Ho Chi Minh and Mao Tse-tu ng, within 
the nex t six to nine months the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong will stage 
some series of d ramatic attacks to con­ 
v ince Americans and Sou th Vietnamese 
they are stro nger, more fearfu l than 
ev er. 
The action may be militarily su icid al. 
It may resu lt in a great sacrifice of ju ­ 
nior lead ers and agents Hanoi cannot 
afford to lose. 
Bu t it will be d esigned to conv ince 
men and women in the United States and 
Sou th Vietnam that continu ing the war 
is p u rp oseless. 
The Tet attacks of early 1968 were an 
ex amp le of this strategy . 
They followed (after the normal Hanoi 
hiatu s for p lanning) a series of U.S.-Sou th 
Vietnamese attacks similar to those now' 
being mad e in Cambod ia. 
These allied attacks were aimed at the 
su p p ly head q u arter comp lex es the North 
Vietnamese and VC had bu ilt u p in the 
iron Triangle and ad jacent Sou th Viet­ 
namese areas. 
In that d ay , these were the eq u iv alent 
;>f the Cambod ian bases. Ou t of these 
hav ens the Commu nists staged rep eated 
foray s in the areas north and sou th of 
Saigon. 
Cap tu red d ocu ments show the North 
Vietnamese and VC were d eep ly trou bled 
dv these attacks on their hav ens. Morale 
was so low, these d ocu ments ind icated , 
the 1968 Tet attacks were organized in a 
d esp erate attemp t to reco v er initiativ e in 
the war. 
The Tet attacks failed in Vietnam. The 
Commu nists lost so many of their lead er­ 
ship cad re they hav e not y et recov ered 
in wid e areas of the sou th. In these at­ 
tacks, too, the Commu nistts lost their 
rep u tation fo r inv incibility . Both mili- 
tary ily and p olitically in Vietnam. Tet 
was a d isaster for Hanoi. 
The Tet attacks su cceed ed only in the 
United States — p sy chologically . Lead ­ 
ing American newsp ap ers still refer to 
the Commu nist Tet “v icto ries” and look 
with some contemp t on those who call 


Tet a Commu nist d efeat. 
Their American v ictory , of cou rse, 
was not lost on the Commu nists. It led 
to an end of the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam, to an American p resid ent d ecid ing 
not to ru n, to American troop withd raw­ 
als, to d issension in the United States. 
What then will Hanoi attemp t? 
The likelihood is that Hanoi d oes not 
y et know. Interv iews this rep o rter has 
had o v er the y ears with officers who once 
serv ed in Ho’s armies ind icate that it 
normally takes Hanoi six to eight months 
to make u p its mind , p lan its strategy 
in minu te d etail and then kick off an op ­ 
eration. 
There is no reason to believ e Hanoi 
will react more rap id ly now. 
Bu t if one thinks in Mao-Ho terms 
there are sev eral p ossibilities: 
The ambu shing and d estru ctio n of a 
majo r American o r Sou th Vietnamese 
u nit. Mao say s the d efeat of 10 d iv isions 
is not nearly so fearfu l to an enemy as 
the comp lete d estru ction of one. (This, of 
cou rse, is the d anger of Sou th Vietnamese 
forces continu ing to o p erate in Cambod ia 
once American backu p has retired to 
Vietnam.) 
The cap tu re of one majo r Sou th Viet­ 
namese city followed by ex tensiv e d e­ 
stru ction within that city to frighten 
Americans with Hanoi’s ferocity . 
iThe recent attack on Dalat may hav e 
oeen an ex p eriment in this p ro gram, a 
test to d etermine the op p ortu nities and 
the d ifficu ltties of su ch an attack.) 
A series of concentrated terro rist at­ 
tacks on Sou th Vietnamese o r Americans 
of su ch magnitu d e that they wou ld raise 
p u blic op inion in the United States to a 
fev er p itch. 
The sneak su icid e bombing attack 
with airp lanes staged from Red Chinese 
field s. (Most military strategists heav ily 
d iscou nt the p ossibility of su ch an attack 
bu t that is p recisely the reaso n Hanoi 
and Peip ing wou ld weigh it seriou sly .) 
Some maneu v er in Laos o r Cambod ia 
d esigned to lu re American co mbat troop s 
back into those cou ntries and thereby 
wip e ou t Nix on’s cred ibility .

One of these y ears — internatio nal 
tensions p ermitting — Americans may 
mov e bey ond the talking stage and ac­ 
tu ally abolish the d raft in fav o r o r an all- 
v olu nteer Army . 
Up to now, howev er, most of the talk 
has centered on the q u estion of how many 
ex tra billions of d o llars wou ld be re­ 
q u ired to raise p ay lev els high enou gh to 
entice y ou ng men to choose military ca­ 
reers. 
Bu t it wou ld take more than money 
alone to make a tru ly p rofessional army 
a p ractical reality , for mo netary reward 
is one of the least of the facto rs that mo­ 
tiv ate men to enlist and the lack of mone­ 
tary reward is one of the least of the 
trad itio nal grip es of GIs o r ex -GIs. 
Bey ond p ay , bey ond the op p ortu nity 
for technical training, bey ond almo st ev ­ 
ery o ther consid eration, the one essential 
Ingred ient d emand ed by a generation 
that has been “tu rned off” from ev ery ­ 
thing military is the hu manization of 
military serv ice. 
There are a few limited ind ications 
of how su ch a “New Mod el” Army might 
op erate. They su ggest a trend that is d e­ 
sirable in itself, wholly asid e from the 
larger q u estion of whether o r not aboli­ 
tion of the d raft will ev er be feasible o r 
wise. 
By v irtu e of a recent Defense Dep art­ 
ment d irectiv e, it is now p ossible for a 
serv iceman to wear a semblance of sid e­ 
bu rns, o r ev en to ex p ress his ind iv id u al­ 
ity to the ex tent of sp orting a neat mu s­ 
tache. 
Mu ch more significfant than this is 
an ex p eriment being cond u cted at Ft. 
Ord in California. There, besid es being 
offered the choice of sev en haircu t sty les, 
incoming recru it d raftees are issu ed 
p lastic merit card s. Pu nched d aily by 
d rill sergeants, the card s can be cashed 
in fo r a nu mber of sp ecial p riv ileges

ranging from a mov ie to a weekend p ass. 
Another innov ation is the bi-weekly 
“trainee cou ncil” in which the comp any 
command er, first sergeant, senior d rill 
sergeant and recru its meet informally 
ov er coffee and cake to d iscu ss mu tu al 
concerns. 
The p rogram is the resu lt of a stu d y 
at Ft. Ord which rev ealed that the mo rale 
of civ ilians, generally q u ite good at the 
time of their ind u ction into the Army , 
d eclined stead ily d u ring the eight weeks 
of basic training. The ex p eriment has 
been so su ccessfu l that the Continental 
Army Command has recommend ed its 
ad op tion at all Army basic training cen­ 
ters. 
Inev itably , the changes hav e u p set 
some old -timers who cling to the trad i­ 
tional threat - and - p u nishment sy stem, 
based on the belief that fear is the most 
basic emotion and that from fear flows 
all good things like d iscip line and esp rit 
d e corp s. 
One v eteran d rill sergeant at Ft. Ord , 
q u oted by the Los Angeles Times, ex ­ 
p ressed his feelings this way : “ It’s tu rn­ 
ing the Army into the (u np rintable) Boy 
Scou ts. Merit — (u np rintable). The only 
way to hand le recru its is with a clu b.” 
Yet a cou p le of centu ries ago the 
“only way ” to hand le a sailo r in the 
British nav y was with the lash, q u ite 
literally . Desp ite the fears of the old - 
timers of that time, the abolition of co r­ 
p oral p u nishment d id not noticeably im­ 
p air the p erfo rmance of His o r Her Maj­ 
esty ’s nav y in su bseq u ent wars. 
This hu manization bu siness cou ld go 
too far, of cou rse. We cou ld reach 
a p oint 
where p riv ates began ad d ressing their 
officers by their first names. Good heav ­ 
ens, what kind of Army wou ld that be? 
Interestingly enou gh, this is the p rac­ 
tice in the Israeli army ■— and nobod y 
challenges that army ’s fighting q u alities 
lightly .

More Americans are fly ing 
to d ay than ev er befo re — and 
swearing mo re abo u t it. Traf­ 
fic snarls on the way to the 
airp o rt, waiting fo r the to wer 
to signal takeo ffs, ami stack- 
u p s on arriv al — these are 
the o rd er of the d ay , and the 
air co ntro llers' are not to 
blame fo r the d elay s. It’s a 
q u estio n of too many p eop le 
wanting to get to the same 
airp o rt at the same time, too 
many p lanes try ing to take 
off from gro u nd facilities that 
hav e not kep t u p with the 
traffic and the technology , 
and too tittle p lanning. 
THOSE OF US who trav el 
a great d eal know the u n­ 
p leasant sco re, and we try to 
resign o u rselv es to it. The 
so metime trav eler, who knows 
only that he has to get from 
here to there by a certain 
time, 
loses 
his 
cool. 
And 
what’s d one abo u t it? 
Su rp risingly enou gh, some­ 
thing is being d one, in consid ­ 
erable p art d u e to the efforts 
of Sen. Howard Cannon, D- 
Nev . Senato r Cannon is right­ 
ly called “Mr. Av iation” by 
so me of his co lleagu es. Presi­ 
d ent Nix on giv es him high 
marks fo r his wo rk in p assing 
the airp o rt airway s bill, a 
measu re that won’t solv e all 
the p ro blems bu t is a su bstan­ 
tial start in that d irectio n. 
SEN. CANNON shou ld know 
so mething abo u t p lanes. In 
the thirties, when his bu siness 
was d eliv ering newsp ap ers in 
Utah, he switched from horses 
to p lanes. He was the first 
senato r to fly the F -ill and 
the B-58, and he’s a majo r 
general in the Air Fo rce re­ 
serv e. The airp o rt airway s 
bill that Senato r Cannon was 
able to p u sh thro u gh, d esp ite 
a slu mbering Co ngress, ap p lies 
in p rincip les ev o lv ed u nd er 
Presid ent Eisenho wer to im­ 
p ro v e the natio n’s highway s. 
The id ea is simp ly that tax es 
co llected fro m tho se who u se 
p lanes shou ld be ap p lied to 
making airp o rts safer and 
mo re conv enient to u se. There 
will be tax es on airp lane fu el, 
on the p lanes themselv es ac­ 
co rd ing to weight (* 74 7 will 
be p ay ing so me $2 5 ,000 a y ear 
into the airp o rt kitty ), o n tick­ 
ets, etc., bu t the money won’t 
go to bu ild a p o st o ffice in 
West Ov ershoes. The p eop le 
who kick in will benefit. Soma 
o f the money will ev en be 
sp ent fo r research to find 
way s to sho rten that irritating 
wait fo r y o u r lu ggage. 
MR. CANNON’S foresight - 
and that of the p eop le working 
with him in and ou t of the 
Co ngress — goes bey ond this. 


He realizes, along with the 
Air Transp o rt Association and 
o thers in the co mmercial av i­ 
ation field , that airp o rt con- 
gestion cannot be red u ced u n­ 
less facilities are p ro v id ed fo r 
the growing nu mber of p ri­ 
v ate and comp any p lanes and 
fo r 
the 
co mmu ter 
lines 
sp ringing u p o v er the co u ntry . 
These 
commu nity 
airp o rts 
will take some of the strain
